Oyster Bay, N. Y., Sept. i t —Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt mad** public today a 
letter sent to Conrad Kobrs of Hel­ 
ena, Mont., an old time cattleman and 
a leading citiztn of the state, in which 
he states why laboring men and cap 
Ifallsts alike should vote for the eloc 
tlon of William H. Tatt for president. 
Mr. Roosevelt wrote the letter as a 
reply to Mr. Bryan's recent statement 
that he alone was the true heir to Mr. 
Roosevelt politically and was his nat­ 
ural successor to the presidency. The 
ptesident’« friendship for Mr. Kohrs, 
a jdoneer citizen of 
the 
Northern 
Rocky mountain region, dates from 
twenty years ago, when 
both 
men 
were members of the Montana Stock 
Growers’ association. 
Mr, Roosevelt's 
letter in part Is 
follows: 
The last 
f«*w 
years have seen a 
great awakening of the public con 
science and the growth of a stern de­ 
termination to do away with corrup­ 
tion and unfair dealing, political, e* o- 
nomic. social. 
It is urgently ne< e - 
aary that this great reform movement 
should go on. 
But no reform move- 
ment is healthy if it is marked by 
periods of frenzied advance, followed, 
as such periods of frenzied advance 
m ust always be followed, by equally 
violent periods of reaction. 
T h e true 
friend of ret irrn is that man who stead 
ily perseveres in righting wrongs, in 
warring against 
abuses, but 
who • 
character and training are such that 
he never promises what 
he cannot 
perform, that he always a little more 
than makes good w hat he does proi . 
ise, and that, while s!«*adliy ud vatu in , 
he never is led into foolish excess"-. 
In Mr. Taft we have a man who 
combines all of those qualities to a 
degree which no other man in our 
public life siftce the Civil war has sur­ 
passed, 
To a flaming hatred of in­ 
justice. to a hearty sympathy with the 
Oppressed, he unices 
courage, both 
moral and physical, of the very high­ 
est 
type and 
a 
kindly 
generoshy 
which makes him feel that his fel­ 
low country mi n are his friends and 
brothers.
